A num ber of records hav e been 
examined for d ata relating to years long 
since measured in eternity, and while 
m any old residents hav e been glad to 
recall the coldest days of their liv es a 
carefully kep t table of tem p erature for 
each day or week is by no means com ­ 
mon. 
J, M. Kelly, who has for a num - 
her of years interested him self in the 
m atter p ossesses one th a t is w ithout 
Criticism, some of the notes being p a r­ 
ticularly 
interesting.

was p erm itted to exam ine the book and 
found in its p ages m uch data th a t will 
UDdonbtedly be eagerly read. 
The week th a t ended March 22, 1885, 
was oarticnlarly trying, the m ercury 
hav ing been during all th a t tim e below 
the zero m ark, while « n Jan. 28, 1888, it 
was at Zf» ro. Feb. 10,1889, was ev idently 
a cold day for th a t w inter since the 
record giv en is eight degrees abov e, but 
it became colder March 7 when one 
degree abov e is noted.

M arch 18 of the same

Th© bitter cold of the past few days 
has aroused that interest in weather 
which is never felt except daring times 
Of extremity, and no one will deny that 
the period in qaestion comes under that 
head. 
A number of records have been 
examined for data relating to years long 
since measured in eternity, and while 
many old residents have been glad to 
recall the coldest days of their lives a 
carefully kept table of temperature for 
each day or week is by no means com­ 
mon. 
J. M. Kelly, who has for a num­ 
ber of years interested himself in the 
matter possesses one that is without 
criticism, some of the notes being par­ 
ticularly 
interesting. 
Throngh 
the 
courtesy of Mr. Kelly the N e w s R e v ie w 
Was permitted to examine the book and 
found in its pages much data that will 
undoubtedly be eagerly read. 
The week that ended March 22, 1885, 
was particularly trying, the mercury 
having been during all that time below 
the zero mark, while 
Jan. 28, 1888, it 
was at zf*ro. Feb. IO, 1889, was evidently 
a cold day for that winter since the 
record given is eight degrees above, but 
it became colder March 7 when one 
degree above is noted. 
A cold period 
was experienced in January of 1892 for 
the mercury on the 10th fell two degrees 
below zero. 
It remained cold for sev­ 
eral nays, and IO days later the lowest 
record Mr. Kelly has, six degrees below 
aero, was noted. 
The next cold weather of any consid­ 
erable importance did not come until 
the next year when Jan. IO again proved 
to be an almost unbearable day, for the 
thermometer registered six degrees on 
the wrong side. 
From that time this 
section was not troubled to any consid­ 
erable extent until the beginning of the 
Winter of 1894 5, which will be readily 
recalled bv many persons in the city but 
Who have doubtless neglected to remem­ 
ber the dates and readings.

The bitter cold of the past few days 
has aronsed that interest in weather 
which is never felt except daring times 
of extremity, and no one will deny that 
the period in question comes under that 
head. 
A number of records have been 
examined for data relating to years long 
Since measured in eternity, and while 
many old residents have been glad to 
recall the coldest days of their lives a 
carefully kept table of temperature for 
each day or week is by no means com* 
mon. 
J. M. Kelly, who has for a num* 
ber of years interested himself in the 
matter possesses one that is without 
Criticism, some of the notes being par­ 
ticularly 
interesting. 
Through 
the 
courtesy of Mr. Kelly the N ew s R e v ie w 
was permitted to examine the book and 
found in its pages much data that will 
undoubtedly bo eagerly read. 
The week that ended March 22, 1885, 
was particularly trying, the mercury 
having been during all that time below 
the zero mark, while 
Jan. 28, 1888, it 
was at zero. Feb. IO. 1889, was evidently 
a cold day for that winter since the 
record given is eight degrees above, but 
it became colder March 7 when one 
degree above is noted. 
A cold period 
was experienced in January of 1892 for 
the mercury on the 10th fell two degrees 
below zero. 
It remained cold for sev­ 
eral nays, and IO days later the lowest 
record Mr. Kelly has, six degrees below 
aero, was noted. 
The next cold weather of any consid­ 
erable importance did not come until 
the next year when Jan. IO again proved 
to be an almost unbearable day, for the 
thermometer registered six degrees on 
the wrong side. 
From that time this 
section was not troubled to any consid­ 
erable extent until the beginning of the 
winter of 1894 5, which will be readily 
recalled bv many persons in the city but 
Who have doubtless neglected to remem­ 
ber the dates and readings. 
Dec. 28, of 
that year, ushered in a cold snap of 
Unusual severity, the mercury retiring 
to a point below zero, and dropping 
down another point the next day. Then 
It changed 
with rising 
temperature 
for some 
time, 
in 
fact 
until 
the 
mark showed 40 degrees at I o’clock 
the afternoon of Jan. 12. 
Without 
Warning almost the mercury 
began 
falling, and a blizzard that will be 
remembered as among the most fierce 
this section has ever known, swept 
through the valley. 
At 6 o’clock that 
evening the zero register had 
been 
touched and six inches of snow covered 
the ground. 
The storm burst with such 
sudden fury that much suffering was 
the result. 
The next change of importance came 
January 4, 1896, when the mercury was 
dangerously near zero, but stopped at 
one point above. 
March IS of the same 
year it fell to the mark which seems to 
be its object of attack during the winter 
season. 
A glance through the interesting rec­ 
ord brings to light some facts regarding 
the temperature of this particular sec­ 
tion that will astonish any but those 
who have experienced them and turn 
green with envy the people who live iii 
the most erratic climate on earth. 
The 
fall of 1896 is an excellent example. 
The 
morning 
of 
September 
23 
was 
cold 
aud 
chilly, 
and 
when 
the 
average 
resident 
investigated 
he found that an eighth of an inch of 
ice had fallen. 
Yet Thanksgiving of 
that year was a beautiful day. with the 
average thermometer registering 80 de­ 
grees. 
Another instance is the spring 
and summer of 1894,when March 25 was 
warm in a temperature of 85, while July 
7 was almost like a fall day, with only 
65. 
Feb. 19, 1893, saw the most severe 
suow storm this section had known 
in 25 years, and during tho winter of 
1892-3 the river was frozen from shore 
to shore on two occasions, Dec. 22 and 
Jan. ll 
March 18 will be the anniver­ 
sary of the great snow storm of 1888, 
when New York was buried almost 
from view and trains did not move for 
three days. 
Mr. Kelly has carefully watched the 
records of the past few days and they 
are being added to the list, making ad­ 
ditional proof that this is indeed a great 
country, even though nothing but the 
climate in the immediate vicinity of the 
fortieth parallel, north, is under con­ 
sideration.

Japanese liner America Mara arrived 
here from China and Japan, via Hono­ 
lulu. 
On board the vessel was Lord 
Charles Beresford, admiral of the Brit­ 
ish navy. 
The America Maru was met 
at the Heads by a government tugboat 
bearing a party of distinguished citi­ 
zens, who went to welcome the visiting 
admiral, who comes to this country on 
a three-fold capacity, vis: 
As a British 
statesman, an officer of the royal navy 
aud a commissioner from tho associated 
chambers of commerce of England. 
Lord B restord’s proposal ol an “open 
door” policy in the Orieut has been re­ 
ceived with great attention throughout 
the world. In an interview Lord Beres­ 
ford said iu part: 
“ Itt means simply that instead of 
‘spheres of influence,’ which means the 
breaking up of the Chinese empire, that 
England, America. Germany and Japan 
shall, by agreement, maintain free and 
equal commercial relations for all in the 
Orient. 
It includes the reorganization 
of the Chinese army, officered both as 
to commissioned and non commissioned 
officers by Europeans, that the Chinese 
empire may be properly policed and life 
and property made sate. 
“ If the spheres of influence policy is 
allowed to be adopted Russia will, of 
course, become all powerful in 
the 
north, France in the south. 
England, 
of course, cannot get everything. 
Ger­ 
many will get what she can, while 
America will probably get nothing.”

With the thermometer several de­ 
grees below zero the fire department 
butled last evening with one of the 
m0st stubborn fires in the history of the 
citr. and for a time it seemed as though 
the VV. Ll. Thompson block in the Dia­ 
mond would burn to the groand. 
Shortly after 6 o’clock S. H. Porter 
wa*i working in one of the rear rooms of 
bis b l o c k ,adjoining the Thompson build­ 
ing. when he smelled smoke. 
He had 
been thawing pipes all day in the base­ 
ment. 
and 
thinking 
perhaps 
that 
he 
had 
started 
the 
blaze 
he 
made an attempt to locate it. 
The 
building filled with smoke in a remark­ 
ably short time, and he telephoned to 
the department and they responded at 
once, leaving a boy to sound the alarm. 
Mr Porter ran down to meet them, and 
they were taken into the basement of his 
building. 
It was filled with smoke, but 
there was no trace of fire. 
After being there a short time some 
one discovered a blaze in the rear of the 
shoe store of VV. H Gass. The door was 
broken open and the firemen pulled off a 
portion of the ceiling. 
Flames immedi­ 
ately flashed out. 
An effort was m ade 
to put them out with the chemicals, but 
the tire had received too heavy a start.

The gas ignited, and of course aided ma­ 
terially in making the blaze larger. 
When the boards were palled from the 
ceiling the wire was burning and aided 
iii carrying the flames to the Boston 
8tore, where the greatest loss occurred 
James Swaney holds that it was im ­ 
possible for the fire to start from the 
wire but makes no attempt to explain 
its origin.

It was filled with smoke, but 
there was no trace of fire. 
After being there a Rhort time some 
one discovered a blaze in the rear of the 
shoe store of VV. H Gass. The door was 
broken open and the firemen pulled off a 
portion of the ceiling. 
Flames immedi­ 
ately flashed out. 
An effort was mnde 
to put them out with the chemicals, but 
the lire had received too heavy a start.

Abraham Lincoln, though not parsi­ 
monious, was a frugal man, and even 
after be had removed to the White 
House did not forget bis thrifty habits. 
He had early learned the value of money 
in his straggles against poverty and ad­ 
verse circumstances, aud even during 
his career in congress was often op­ 
pressed by financial difficulties. 
When he split rails with John Hanks, 
In 1831, and did other odd jobs of work 
which fell in his way, bo managed to 
save a little money out of his vet y small 
wages 
Eager to add to his little fund, 
he started a grocery store iii New Sa­ 
lem, Ills., in partnership with a man 
named Berry. 
This business venture 
proved a failure aud left Lincoln, iii 
1833, burdened with a load of debt. 
The death of Berry left him responsible 
for all the liabilities of the firm, and so 
late as 1848 he was sending portions of 
his salary as a member of congress to 
bo applied to liquidating the old indebt­ 
edness. 
t5onie time after Mr. Lincoln’s 
failure in business bis personal effects 
were levied on and sold for this store 
debt, his horse and surveying instru­ 
ments going with the rest. 
A kind 
friend, however, interposed, bought in 
the property anil restored it to tho ruined 
aud hopeless young surveyor. 
From his retirement from congress in 
1849 until tho great Lincoln aud Doug­ 
las debate iii 1858 and, in fact, until 
his nomination for the presidency in 
1860 he was engaged in tile laborious 
and successful practice of his profession 
as a lawyer. The result of the campaign 
of 1858 proved more disastrous to Lin­ 
coln’s finances than it did to his politi­ 
cal prospects 
In a letter written about 
this time to his friend Norman B. Judd, 
chairman of the Republican state coni 
mittee of Illinois, he wrote, ‘‘I have 
been on expenses so long without earn­ 
ing anything that I am absolutely w ith­ 
out money now for even household ex­ 
penses.” 
This was written at a time 
when his annual income from bis pro­ 
fession was from $2,000 to $3,000, but 
tho campaign bad cost him much mon­ 
ey, besides withdrawing birn from the 
active pursuit of his profession for about 
six months. 
Though lacking iii ready 
money at this time, he owned some prop­ 
erty, and his circumstances were greatly 
improved over what they had been when 
he retired from the grocery business. 
About a year before bis election to the 
presidency his property consisted of a 
house aud Jot in Springfield, a lot in the 
town of Lincoln, which had been be­ 
stowed upon him, and 160 acres of wild 
laud in Iowa, which he bad received for 
bis services in the Black Hawk war. 
He owned a few law and miscellaneous 
books, and all bis property was probably 
worth $10,000 or $12,000 
Soon after 
Mr. Lincoln became president he iii 
formed a personal friend that he Wal­ 
worth about $15,000 when be arrived in 
Washington. When he died the admin­ 
istrator of his estate, .Judge Davis, said 
that be left about $75,000, being one of 
tho few presidents who up to that time 
retired from the office as well off us 
when they went in.

The Miter cold of the past few days 
has aroused that interest in weather 
which is never felt except during times 
Of extremity, and no one will deny that 
the period in question comes under that 
head. 
A number of records have been 
examined for data relating to years long 
■ince measured in eternity, and while 
many old residents have been glad to 
recall the coldest days of their lives a 
carefully kept table of temperature for 
each day or week is by no means com­ 
mon. 
J. M. Kelly, who has for a num­ 
ber of years interested himself in the 
matter possesses one that is without 
criticism, some of the notes being par­ 
ticularly 
interesting. 
Through 
the 
courtesy of Mr. Kelly the N k w s R e v ie w 
was permitted to examine the book and 
found in its pages much data that will 
undoubtedly be eagerly read. 
The week that ended March 22, 1885, 
was particularly trying, the mercury 
having been during all that time below 
the zero mark, while on Jan. 28, 1888, it 
was at zero. Feb. IO, 1889, was evidently 
A cold day for that winter since the 
record given is eight degrees above, but 
it became colder March 7 when one 
degree above is noted. 
A cold period 
was experienced in January of 1892 for 
the mercury on the 10th fell two degrees 
below zero. 
It remained cold for sev­ 
eral nays, and IO days later the lowest 
record Mr. Kelly has, six degrees below 
aero. was noted. 
The next cold weather of any consid­ 
erable importance did not come until 
the next year when Jan. IO again proved 
to be an almost unbearable day, for the 
thermometer registered six degrees on 
the wrong side. 
From that time this 
section was not troubled to any consid­ 
erable extent until the beginning of the 
winter of 1894 5, which will he readily 
recalled bv many persons in the city but 
who have doubtless neglected to remem­ 
ber the dates and readings. 
Dec. 28, of 
that year, ushered in a cold snap of 
an usual severity, the mercury retiring 
to a point below zero, and dropping 
down another point the next day. Then 
it changed with rising 
temperature 
for some time, 
in 
fact 
until 
the 
mark showed 40 degrees at I o’clock 
the afternoon of Jan. 12. 
Without 
warning almost the mercury 
began 
falling, and a blizzard that will be 
remembered as among the most fierce 
this section has ever known, swept 
through the valley. 
At 6 o’clock that 
evening the zero register had 
been 
touched and six inches of snow covered 
the ground. The storm burst with such 
sudden fury that much suffering was 
the result. 
The next change of importance came 
January 4, 1896, when the mercury was 
dangerously near zero, bot stopped at 
one point above. 
March 18 of the same 
year it fell to the mark which seems to 
he its object of attack during the winter 
season. 
A glance through the interesting rec­ 
ord brings to light some facts regarding 
the temperature of this particular sec­ 
tion that will astonish any but those 
who have experienced them and turn 
green with envy the people who live in 
the most erratic climate on earth. 
The 
fall of 1896 is an excellent example. 
The 
morning 
of 
September 
28 
was 
cold 
and 
chilly, 
and 
when 
the 
average 
resident 
investigated 
he found that an eighth of an inch of 
ice had fallen. 
Yet Thanksgiving of 
that year was a beautiful day. with the 
average thermometer registering 80 de­ 
grees. 
Another instance is the spring 
and summer of 1894, when March 25 was 
warm in a tem Derat are of 85, while July 
7 was almost like a fall day, with only 
65. 
Feb. 19, 1898, saw the most severe 
mow storm this section had known 
in 25 years, and during tho winter of 
1892 3 tho river was frozen from shore 
to shore on two occasions, Deo 22 and 
Jan. ll. 
March 18 will be the anniver­ 
sary of the gr^at snow storm of 1888, 
when New York was buried almost 
from view aud trains did not move for 
three days. 
Mr. Kelly has carefully watched the 
records of the past few days and they 
are being added to the list, making ad- 
ditioual proof that this is indeed a great 
country, even though nothing but the 
climate in the immediate vicinity of the 
fortieth parallel, north, is under con­ 
sideration.

The America Maru was mot 
at the Heads by a government tugboat 
bearing a party of distinguished citi­ 
zens, who went to welcome the visiting 
admiral, who comes to this country on 
a three-fold capacity, vis:

With the therm ometer several (le­ 
vees below zero the fire departm ent 
butled last evening with one of the 
most stubborn fires iii the history of the 
citv, and for a time it seemed as though 
the VV. Ll. Thompson block in the Dia­ 
mond would burn to the ground. 
Shortly after 6 o’clock S. H. Porter 
was working in one of the rear rooms of 
his block.adjoining the Thompson build­ 
ing. when he smelled smoke. 
He had 
been thawing pipes all day in the base­ 
ment. 
and 
thinking 
perhaps 
that 
be 
had 
started 
the 
blaze 
he 
made an attem pt to locate it. 
The 
building filled with smoke in a rem ark­ 


a b l y short time. and he telephoned to 
the department and they responded at 
once, leaving a boy to sound the alarm. 
Mr Porter ran down to meet them , and 
they were taken into the basement of his 
building. 
It was filled with smoke, but 
there was no trace of fire. 
A fter being there a short tim e some 
one discovered a blaze in the rear of the 
ghee store of VV. H Gass. The door was 
broken open and the firemen pulled off a 
portion of the ceiling. 
Flumes imm edi­ 
ately flashed out. 
An effort was made 
to pot them out with the chemicals, bnf 
the fire had received too heavy a start. 
A line of ho«e was attached at once and 
turned into the store, and after some 
hard work 
the flames were extin­ 
guished. 
When the fire had been put out in the 
shoe store it was discovered that the 
flames had spread to the Boston store of 
A. 8 Young. 
A line of hose was run 
into the store at once, and a portion of 
the ceiling torn off and the w ater turned 
on 
By this time the flames had ap­ 
peared in the rear of the Potters’ club, 
anda line of hose was taken into the 
second story of the Fifth street side of 
the building while a num ber of the fire­ 
men worked from above. 
Another line 
of hose was taken around through the 
alley, and another party worked from 
the roof. 
The firemen worked until IO 
o’clock before they were sure the fire 
was out. as every few minutes it would 
break out in a new place, and owing to 
the fact that it was entirely confined to 
the joists between the ceiling and floor 
it was extremely hard to get at and only 
the untiring efforts of the department 
prevented the block from being a total 
ruin. 
The Thompson block and the Porter 
block were filled with dense smoke, and 
many of the tenants upstairs moved 
their furniture, fearing the building 
would burn. 
To add to the confusion 
all the gas and electric lights in the 
building was shot off as soon as possi­ 
ble and the scene upstairs was one that 
will not be soon forgotten by people who 
itrnggled through halls and rooms. 
The lines of hose burst in several 
places, but they were speedily repaired 
with jackets. 
The cold weather made 
It extremely hard for the firemen as if 
was necessary to keep all the lines of 
hose going until the fire was out. 
They 
did not dare to turn off the wa*er at any 
time as the hose would have frozen in a 
few minutes and then they would have 
been without water. 
To persons who witnessed the fire it 
did not seem as though there was any­ 
thing but smoke, but an idea is given of 
how fiercely it burned when it is known 
that some of the large joists were burned 
clear through.

The worst man in 
the department was Tom Bryan. 
His 
clothes were frozen stiff and his shoes 
and stockings were also frozen, and be­ 
fore he was able to remove his shoes he 
was compelled to sit in front of the fire 
aud let them thaw out. 
i he origin of the fire is somewhat of a 
mystery, but Chief Morley is of the 
opinion that it caught from an electric 
fight wire, which ran along the joist iii 
the room of VV. H. Gass. 
Near where 
the blaze was first discovered there is a 
gas pipe running to a chandelier, and 
near the ceiling there was a small leak.

The tenants in the second story suf­ 
fered severely from the smoke, but their 
damage will be slight, and the only 
place where the fire b ro k e til rough to 
the second floor was in the Potters’ club, 
but their lo^s will be very slight. 
The 
costumes for the 
‘'Chimes of Nor­ 
m andy” were in this room, but they 
were carried out. 
The firemen returned to the building 
at midnight and made a cp.reful inv» sti- 
gation for fear the fire would break out 
again, but it was found that it had been 
effectually wiped out. 
The department deserve a great deal 
of credit for the m anner in which they 
fought the fire, and it was only through 
I their untiring efforts that the building 
I was saved. 
Although they were chilled 
I to the bone and labored w ith frozen 
clothes not one of them showed a sign of 
giving up, and every man remained at 
his post of duty until all 6igus of the fire 
had disappeared. 
After they returned to the fir6 station 
the apparatus was placed in good con­ 
dition. aud in a short time the depart­ 
ment was ready to respond to another 
call.

Abraham Lincoln, though not parsi­ 
monious, was a frugal man, aud even 
after he had removed to the White 
House did not forget his thrifty habits. 
He had early learned the value of money 
in his struggles against poverty and ad­ 
verse circumstances, aud even during 
his career in congress was often op­ 
pressed by financial difficulties. 
When lie split rails with John Hanks, 
In 1831, and did other odd jobs of work 
which fell in Ins way, he managed to 
save a little money out of his vet y small 
wages 
Eager to add to his little fund, 
he started a grocery store in New 8a- 
lem, Ills., in partnership with a man 
named Berry. 
This business venture 
proved a failure aud left Lincoln, iii 
1833, burdened with a load of debt. 
The death of Berry left him responsible 
for all the liabilities of the firm, aud so 
late as 1848 he was sending portions of 
his salary as a member of congress to 
bo applied to liquidating the old indebt­ 
edness. 
Some time after Mr. Lincoln’s 
failure in business his personal effects 
were levied on and sold for this store 
debt, iiis horse and surveying instru­ 
ments going with the rest. 
A kind 
friend, however, interposed, bought in 
the property and restored it to the ruined 
and hopeless young surveyor. 
From his retirement from congress in 
1849 until the great Lincoln and Doug­ 
las debate in 1858 aud, in fact, until 
his nomination for the presidency in 
18(10 he was engaged in the laborious 
aud successful practice of his profession 
ava lawyer. The result of the campaign 
of 1858 proved more ditastrons to Lin­ 
coln's finances than it did to his politi­ 
cal prospects. 
In a letter written about 
this time to bis friend Norman B Judd, 
chairman of the Republican stall1 com 
mittee of Illinois, he wrote, ‘‘I have 
been on expenses so long without earn­ 
ing anything that I uni absolutely w ith­ 
out innuey now for even household ex­ 
penses.” This was written at a time 
when his annual income from his pro­ 
fession was from $2,000 to $3,000, bul 
tho campaign bad cost him much mon­ 
ey, besides withdrawing bim from the 
active pursuit of his profession for a bout 
six months. 
Though lacking in ready 
money at this time, he owned some prop­ 
erty, and his circumstances were greatly 
improved over what tin y had been when 
he retired from the grocery business. 
A boat a year before bis election to tho 
presidency his property consisted of a 
house aud lot in Springfield, a lot in the 
town of Lincoln, which had been be- 
I 
s t o w e d upon him, and IOO acres of wild i 
laud iii Iowa, which he had received for 
his services in the Black Hawk war 
He owned a few luw aud miscellaneous 
books, and ult his property was probably 
worth $10,000 or $12,000 
Soon after 
Mr. Lincoln became president he in 
formed a personal friend that he was 
worth about $15,000 when he arrived in 
Washington. When bodied tho adm in­ 
istrator of his estate, Judge Davit, suid 
that he left about $75,000, being one of 
the few presidents who up to that time 
retired from the office aw well off as , 
when they went in.

Several of thorn 
w re arrosion and after turning over 
the goods were released. 
This conduct was not general with 
the numbers of the regiment, and is 
deeply deplored by a large number of 
the better class of the men. 
A number 
of the officers of the regiment signed 
the following written statement: 
“ The officers and men of the Second 
Ohio, with the exception of tho colonel, 
J. A. Knelt, f* el very much cha wined 
at the outrage perpetrated up< n several 
of your merchants at the camp ground.-. 
They went a< free Americans selling 
their goods and delivering to men who 
had previously engaged them. 
The 
colonel ordered them out of the grounds 
and threatened to turn the boys loose 
on their wares if they did not go. This 
was practically telling the men to go 
ahead and rob the merchants aud was 
an outrage by whieh a majority of the 
mi n are very much humiliated.

This was in part 
foreshadowed in the official statement 
of the parliamentary secretary in the 
house ot commons Thursday to the ef­ 
fect that further information would be 
awaited before considering the recogni­ 
tion of Mataafa as king of Samoa. 
Matuafa is not the claimant who has 
thus far received thu support of tile 
British and American authorities, as 
they have upheld Malic toa Tau us, who 
had been declared by Chief Justice 
Chambers, an American, as rightfully 
entitled to the throne. 
While the announcement in the house 
of commons is open to various interpre­ 
tations, yet it seems to imply quite 
clearly that the recognition of Mataafa, 
who was upheld by the Germans, may 
be taken into consideration.
